We siw what wans coming and took
1o the Lonts, but It wis o close shave
from Deing swamped by the beavy
genn klokid np. A the keel of the
brig it the whale he hommered her
untll e ktocked her bows to pleces.
The reef cpnght her keel at the same
e, but afler belng hell fast for a
moment she surged over It to slok like
a stune In the deep watern bayomd
The whale rested after his frantie
strnpgeiee, and the hload which siained
the sea proved that he was badly burt.
After Dt un hous or so Lo made-olf
to the west, dmgging o lol'of wrock-
age wfter him by the tangle, and after
walehing him oot of slght we poliel
dAsbore st the vllluge of Weniber, with
shilp and eargo a total loss, and no
man hiiving @nved anything except the
clotles on lils back.

As for (he glant squid, we gll saw
him as the whale struck the reef, but
whew we bad lwered the Loats and
puilizdl awny he had lovsensd his hold
on e sinking wreok and | dsappeared
from sight. 1t may bo that the wreek
B bod cpused became ik homwe after
ainking intn the depths of tho sea.

Bhip snd cargo wore folly insured,
bat the company refnssd o pay the
Josd on the grounds that 1t war neither
storm nor the ordinary perils of the
ven, A jnry declded against it, how-
ever, and the Hope was probably the
only oralt fn the world o be 08t un-
dor such strange circumstances, ‘T'wo
days ufter the wreck, s8 we learned
inter on. n ship at sen met with our
whale. The levinthun was denad and
{ flonting on the sarface amid a great
| tangle of copdage, ‘and o portion of one
|of the sqnid's tentacles was stll]l un-
devoured in bis fatwes, M. QUAD.

Exploits of Russian Admiral
Lost at Port Arthur.

BEST OF THE OZAR'S SEA FIGHTERS

In Russo-Torkish War He Distin-
guinhed Himaell hy Deapornte Hrave
ery and Woun Great Honoes—Ia-
mous Throvghont the World as an
Inventor of Saval Applisnces.

Vice Adwmiral-Siepsn Oulpovich Ma-
karoff, commandor of the HRussian

at Port Arthur oo o sloklog boatthe-
ship, wus considered 1le best naval of-
ficer In the ezar's service, suys the New
Yurk Globe,

18 reputation for berolsmy snd aklll
dated buck 1o the Russo-Turkish wae.
At that tme only o leutenant, Maka-
ol was given coumimemd of ‘& small
merchantmonn of 1,500 tons, culled the
Grund Duke Constantine. Aroumd
this unprotected ship, whiclh he con-
verted into Lis fagshilp, be guthersd a
fotllla of gmall vessels, nnd with this
force be anssaulted the Turkish irom-
clads that were seeking sbhelter in the
harbor of Biatoum, Suling, Nikopolls
#ad Suklhom Kale,

Torpedo warfure was then in lts ele
mentary stage, and AMakaroff had 1o
develop hils own methods of attucking
Irouclads with bombs, The torpedo
tube hnd not then been lnveoted, and
the wen of Makaroff's squadron hud
to row o the night to the sides of the
ecnemy’s batilesbips awd fasten tout-
ing torpedoes to them. The fring
wechanism of ithose torpedoes was de-
signed by the then young legienant,
ond mwany were the Turkish ships sent
to the Botiom By them,

Night ofter night the men of the
Grand Duke Constyntine put out in
rowhonuls with the young lieutenant
himaelf In command, the ours mulied,
the torpedosn in tow. More often than
pot the Tarklsh lockonts would deteet
thelr appronch nnd give the alavm,
and the batterles of the whole fleet
wonld be directed againat them. At
otlier tmes the litde party wounld
make good It sttempt to reach the
Turkish lronelads und wouold retire
after lgnitng the time fuses attached
o the torpedoss which they had fas-
tened to the ship's sldes.

One dark night two of Makaroffs
boats attacked his own ship, the Grand
Duke Constantine, by mistake, -1
were on the polnt of blowing her up
when he shouted to them to draw off.

Makaroff was well rewarded for his
despernta  bravery aud conspicious
abllity by the czar. He was given the
¢rosg of Bt, George— most prized of
all Russian decorntions—a gold sword
of honor ind the rank of captuin, Aft-
er that he was marked out for dis-
tinction and was rapldly promoted
through varfous important oflices un-

til he commauded successively Lhe
Baltie, Meditermnest and Pacific
squadrons,

Muakarolf was a wember of a dis
tnguished wnval family, his father
having boen p fSag captain. Through-
out his long career he showad remari-
able skill In the bandling of Heets.
He wuas aiso famoopa in all the pavies
of the world ns saun [nventor of naval
upplianees, of which at least a couple
of dogen pre now In use abourd Rus-
sinno warships.

Among these ia his invention of the
fce breaker Yermak, used to keep open
the lechound ports of the Faclfie and
the Stberan lake Balkal In order to
test the value of this lnvention he
made two trips to the arcti¢ clrele In
the Yermunk, trying ber agalnst the
eternal lee of the polar sone, That is
o good (llostrstion of his charncter.
He loft wothing o theory orF chance.

Admirgl Makaroff wos commander
at Croustadt, the Russian Gibmliar,
before he was orderad to the far east,
and hud beld that post for many years,
DUnlike many Russiun nnval officors, he
took the keenest interest In the wel
fare of the enlisted wen and could be
approgched by thom with petitlons and
grievances at any time. At Croanstadt
he wsed frequently (o pay surprise
visits to the ships in port and eat
gome of the dinner served (0 the men,
In order © make sure that the pursers
and cooks were dolng their duty,

In person Malkaroff was a tall, finely
built, broad shouldered mnn, with
bushy groy beand and whiskers, He
jooked ten years younger than his age,
which was Ofty-six. HIS manner wus
geninl and reiendly, whether he was
talking to an officer of his own rank
or to an ordinary seaman,

Since his appolnitment to the com-
mand of the Russian Pacific fleet
Makaroff had shown himself to be n
man ©f great courage and onergy.
Enrly in March he personnlly went to

destroyer which wuas hard pressed by
the Japansse and ipspired the maval
Yorces under hig command with o
great deal of enthuslnsm, Tle passed
Easter on board n guardship at the
entrance of Tort Artbur and every
nlght persoually supervised tho pre
eiutionnry mousures adopted to pre
vent the Russians from belng sur
prised by the Japanese.

The first thing that attracted alfen-
tlon toward Mnakarcff wis his efforts
to &top lolés In paval armsment below
the water line. )

He invented a plaster of a pecullar
kind, with which the stéel sheathing
of ‘4 Boat's underbiddy might be tem-
porarily vepalred.

He alwo worked long and hard to
perfect hls invention of compartments
which eopnfined water to certain parts
of o boat. Thls uppuratus was tested
by the admiralty and found to be most
